FORT MYER, Va. � President Clinton
thanked the 14 men who have served as chair-
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff at an  Aug. 9
Armed Forces Tribute ceremony here.

The ceremony marked the 50th anniver-
sary of the establishement of the chairmanship.
Five former chairmen joined current chairman
Army Gen. Henry Shelton at the ceremony.

Clinton asked the audience to remember
what the world was like when General of the
Army Omar Bradley became the first chairman
in 1949.

�It was a new job,� Clinton said. �It was
clearly overwhelmingly preoccupied with the
onset of the Cold War and the need to defend
Europe. But soon after Bradley was summoned

to assume the job, war broke out in Korea. So
he  had not only to defend Europe, but also to
defend freedom in South Korea, and fulfill the
job description to coordinate the services and
also to coordinate with the State Department
and the White House.�

Clinton said the job was tough, but Brad-
ley and his 13 successors have found a way to
perform the duties and provide wise and honest
counsel to the secretary of defense and presi-
dent. He said there comes a time in the service
of every president when that advice is crucial.

�Very often it is the last thing in the world

you want to hear, because he will either tell you
that you really can�t achieve the objective you
want to achieve for the price you�re willing to
pay, or that you have to do something that you�d
rather go to the dentist without Novocain than
do,� Clinton said. �I can tell you that, without
exception, every time a chairman of the Joint
Chiefs has had to do that to me, he has done it.
He has served our country well; he has served
the president well; he has served the military and
the men and women in uniform well.

�This institution has worked because the

Clinton used the occasion to
call on the Senate to hold hearings
on the Comprehensive Test Ban
Treaty. The treaty bans all nuclear
weapons tests. He said four former
chairmen, as well as Shelton, have
called for ratification.

�This will strengthen national
security not only of the United
States, but of people around the
world,� he said. �[The treaty] will
help the new chairs of the Joint
Chiefs of Staff in the future not only
prepare for war, but to avoid it.�

The chairman advises the ci-
vilian leadership and, as the most
senior uniformed military person,
represents the interests of service
members. The caliber of U.S. mili-
tary personnel has never been
higher, Clinton said.

�As we approach a new cen-
tury, we can be proud, indeed never
prouder, of our men and women in
uniform,� he said. He pointed to

the stellar record of those who
fought in Operation Allied Force.
He called that campaign remark-
able, but cautioned Americans not
to indulge in the illusion that U.S.
airmen could ever again fly more
than 30,000 sorties without com-
bat casualties.

�We know that not every con-

flict will be like Kosovo. Not every
battle can be won from the air,� he
said.

Defense Secretary William S.
Cohen thanked all the men who
served as chairman. He called the
chairman�s position the �hinge�
upon which two of America�s most
sacred principles survive: �A mili-

tary that understands and abides by
the will of the citizens it is sworn to
serve, and a citizenry that under-
stands and appreciates the insights
and sacrifices of its military,� Cohen
said.

He said every chairman is
�part soldier, part statesman, part
symbol.�

 Since Congress amended the
National Security Act and estab-
lished the chairmanship, more than
150 campaign streamers, represent-
ing military actions U.S. service
members participated in,  have been
added to the service flags.

As a narrator gave the history
of the 14 chairmen and their con-
tributions, service members dressed
in period uniforms added the
streamers to the flags from each
branch of the service.

Shelton welcomed his prede-
cessors in office and quoted from
the Bible, ��Where there is no vi-
sion, the people perish,�� he said.
�I�m proud to walk in the footsteps
of these men.�

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Chairman initiates organizational assessment of Joint Staff
Logistics Management Institute will look for opportunities to increase efficiency, quality of life

Gen. Henry H. Shelton, Chairman of the
Joint Chiefs of Staff, recently approved a con-
tract with Logistics Management Institute to
conduct an organizational assessment of oppor-
tunities for increased efficiencies on the Joint
Staff.

The analysis, under sponsorship of the Di-
rector of the JS, should reveal ways the staff
can improve its effectiveness and just as impor-
tantly, the quality of life of those who work on
the staff.

Mr. Ron Lind of LMI briefed the DJS and
the J-Directors on how they would conduct the
study, which began July 26.  Based on the
chairman�s initial guidance, LMI will focus their
efforts in nine areas:
þ Staff functions that should be added,

eliminated or modified to achieve effectiveness
and efficiency while reducing redundancy
þ   Staff functions which should be

outsourced or privatized
þ Staff functions which should be de-

centralized to the services, commander-in-chiefs,

and Office of the Secretary of Defense
þ Staff functions which should be cen-

tralized at JCS
þ Improving internal and external sus-

pense system
þ  Establishing and improving JS metrics

system to measure progress and ensure account-
ability
þ Improving JS internal communica-

tions flow
þ Changing staff action processes to:
þ Improve communications and coor-

dination between staff sections
þ Eliminate redundancy of effort
þ Achieve organizational effectiveness

and efficiency
þ    Improving JS manning activities
Lind said, �The goal is to obtain a compre-

hensive, independent assessment and high qual-
ity, practical recommendations and solutions that
can be implemented.�  Most importantly, he
emphasized the assessment is not a manpower-
cutting drill, a major reorganization exercise or
an evaluation of defense policies or programs.

JS members will be key participants in the
assessment, with both formal and informal in-
progress reviews conducted frequently during
the next six months.  An Assessment Working
Group involving representatives of the J-Direc-
torates has already been formed with the mem-
bership coming primarily from the O-6 Inte-
grated Working Group.  The LMI consultants
will conduct extensive interviews over the next
several weeks and gather workload data about
staff members.

 Updates of the assessment will be pub-
lished in the J-Scope.
